Mattapoisett Special Town Meeting 

April 9, 2001 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

A Special Town Meeting in the Town of 
Mattapoisett was called to order by Moderator William 
Blasdale at 7:07 pm in the auditorium of Old Rochester 
Regional High School having noted the presence of a 
quorum. After Mr. Blasdale introduced the town officials 
seated with him on stage and reviewed the basic 
procedures and ground rules for Town Meeting, the 
estimated 95 voters considered the first of 13 articles on 
the warrant. 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to transfer 
$20,000 from available Free Cash into the town's Reserve 
Fund. According to Finance Committee (FinCom) 
Chairman pro tern Jean Twoomey, the Reserve Fund is set 
aside to cover any unforeseen expenses that may arise. 

When asked how much available Free Cash the 
town has, Mr. Blasdale noted that if all articles pass 
tonight's Special Town Meeting, it will leave a balance of 
$621,154 in Free Cash for the Annual Town Meeting in 
May. Article 1 was approved via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to transfer 
$30,000 from Free Cash into the town's Stabilization Fund. 
According to Ms. Twoomey, this account differs from the 
Reserve Fund in that "in order for us to use the money ... 
it requires a two-thirds vote of Town Meeting to 
appropriate." Money is the Stabilization Fund is generally 
earmarked for bigger-ticketed items and cannot be

appropriated without voter approval. Article 2 was 
approved via unanimous vote. 

ARTICLE 3 asked voters to appropriate a total of 
$16,525.87 to cover unpaid bills from Fiscal Year 2000, 
including $15,950.87 for Town Counsel and $575 for 
Schools. Resident Cindy Johnson asked why Town 
Counsel was being paid another $15,000 over the $35,000 
budgeted for this fiscal year. 

"This line item is for all departments, not just the 
Board of Selectmen," explained Town Accountant Judy 
Mooney. "It's police, it's fire, it's Board of Appeals. There 
are (also) three pending litigations ... the $15,000 is about 
24 percent Board of Selectmen; 16 percent Water /Sewer; 
15 percent Highway; 14 percent Board of Appeals; 7

percent Police; 7 percent Building Department; 6 percent 
Fire; 4 percent Conservation; 4 percent Board of Health ... 
and miscellaneous." 

"No disrespect, but we're talking about a $35,000 
(legal) budget approved (last year) and we're $16,000 over 
... that's significant," said Ms. Johnson. 

Article 3 was approved via majority vote, 84 to 8. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to 
appropriate a total $64,665 transfer from Free Cash to pay 
Supplemental Budgets for FY 2001. Town Meeting voters 
placed several "holds" on specific line items within this 
article, beginning with $30,000 to cover "Ambulance 
Wages" for the Police Department. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons explained this will cover 
both training and salaries for five paramedics currently on 
staff. "The response time is excellent through the police 
department and ambulance service," Chief Lyons said. 
"We feel as a town that we can provide the paramedic 
service necessary. We currently have two part-time 
paramedics on our staff at the Police Department. We 
have five people from the police /EMS service in training 
through safety consultants in Taunton. They'll be done 
with classroom training in June. In order to send people 
through training, it costs money. The $30,000 represents 
the amount of money that hasn't yet be appropriated to 
cover the training they've already started." 

Resident Penny Cole asked about the requested 
$15,000 for the Sanitary Landfill Enterprise Fund, and 
Board of Health Agent Dale Barrows explained this 
money will be used to cover an unforeseen price hike in 
the fees paid to the Town of Bourne to take Mattapoisett's 
refuse. "Originally it was $50 ton ... they raised the price 
to $70 per ton," Mr. Barrows said. "We under-budgeted 
for the amount of material that we send them ... we're 
hoping to get a contract with them to reduce our tipping 
fee."

Lastly, voters questioned the $7,500 request under 
the Sewer /Treatment Plant moniker. Water /Sewer 
Superintendent William T. Nicholson explained this 
money was to cover additional sludge disposal at the 
Fairhaven Treatment Plant. With that, Article 4 was 
approved via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to 
appropriate a $10,000 transfer from the Water Enterprise 
Fund Retained Earnings into a newly-established Water 
Enterprise Emergency Reserve Fund. Mr. Nicholson 
advised that they cannot dip into the town's Reserve 
Fund, so they decided last year to set up their own "rainy 
day" account for emergency expenses. Any transfers into 
that account require Town Meeting authorization. The 
article was unanimously approved by voters. 

ARTICLE 6 asked voters to appropriate $77,624.75 
from two previous Town Meeting appropriations to be 
added to an article approved in 1999 for additional 
expenses on Water Main Replacements at the Mattapoisett 
River /Route 6 crossing. Again, Water /Sewer 
Superintendent Nicholson explained the project went out

to bid last summer and only one bid came in at about 
$20,000 over the allocated amount. 

"We rebid the job this past winter, and received 
eight bids," Mr. Nicholson said. "We're hoping to select 
the lowest bidder of that bunch, but we need this 
additional appropriation to pay for the project." The 
article was passed via unanimous vote. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to authorize 
the Board of Health and /or Board of Selectmen to enter 
into a three-year contractual agreement with the Town of 
Bourne to accept construction, demolition debris, and 
bulky waste at their municipal landfill for a fixed price. 
Health Agent Dale Barrows previously alluded to this 
article and explained this will lock-in a set price for 
Mattapoisett over the next three years. "Being in the 
rubbish business for the past 15 years, you are not going 
to see the price of disposal go down," he said. "Anyone 
who doesn't have a contract with them after this three- 
year agreement will be paying upwards of $100 per ton." 

Article 7 was passed via unanimous vote. 

Fire Chief Ronald Scott introduced ARTICLE 8, 
which requested a $5,000 transfer from Free Cash to cover 
the cost of a replacement radiator for the town's 1987 
Pierce Arrow 1,000-gallon pumper /tanker. Chief Scott 
explained that the radiator life has far exceeded the norm 
and this will extend the life of the fire apparatus for 
several years. The article was unanimously approved. 

Under ARTICLE 9, voters were asked to 
appropriate $22,500 from Free Cash to cover half of a 
litigation settlement for Daryl Pina, a former employee of 
the town's Highway Department. According to Town 
Counsel Daniel Perry, Mr. Pina was the subject of a 
criminal investigation and was placed on administrative 
leave. Mr. Pina was subsequently found innocent of the 
charges but filed a suit against the town claiming racial 
discrimination.

"There was a hearing and the commission did 
find probable cause in this cause, so we've recommended 
the board make a settlement in this case," Mr. Perry said. 
"If the commission were to find against the town, they 
could award additional monies for emotional distress. 
Given the potential, we think this is a prudent settlement. 
The total amount is $45,000 to be paid in two fiscal years. 
The second half will be put into the budget at the Annual 
Town Meeting." 

When asked why the town's insurance provider 
wouldn't cover this settlement, Mr. Perry explained that 
the insurance will not cover "racial discrimination" 
claims. 

Resident Daniel Goodman asked what other 
pending litigation cases are against the town, and Mr. 
Perry said there were several: two Board of Appeals 
matters, one Board of Health matter, and a claim 
involving the ex-Deputy Chief of the Fire Department, 
which is being handled by town's insurance carrier. With 
that, the article passed via majority vote, 70 to 20. 

Members of the Mattapoisett Library Board of 
Trustees pled their case under ARTICLE 10 to authorize 
them to accept any and all grant awards from state, 
federal or other sources for future expansion of the public 
library. Having previously approved funding for a 
feasibility study, Town Meeting voters were now being 
asked to approve seeking additional sources of funding 
for the total $3.7 million project, which includes a 10 
percent contingency fund.

"$1.6 million is coming from a state grant," 
explained Library Trustee Bob Atkinson. "That leaves $2.1 
million from the community — with a $1 million goal 
raised through a private capital fund drive. Basically 
we're going to get a real good library for about $1 million 
in taxpayers' money. We're still hoping to have the 
building completed for the library's one-hundredth 
anniversary in June, 2004." 

Article 10 was approved via unanimous vote. 

Town Meeting voters spent the bulk of the 
evening discussing and debating the merits of ARTICLE 
11, which asked them to amend and replace the town's 
current Telecommunications Zoning By-Law with a new 
section titled "Telecommunications Towers." According to 
Planning Board Chairman Bob Rogers, two years ago the 
town adopted a Telecommunications By-Law, but the 
"Planning Board has had to react to the (federal) 
Telecommunications Act of 1996 up to this point." This 
new by-law was proposed in the hopes of providing 
greater latitude in locating so-called telecommunications 
(cellular) towers within Mattapoisett.

"The reason we are asking to approve this by-law 
tonight is so we can limit these ugly towers up to the full 
measure of the law," Mr. Rogers said. "We have a 
(commercial) strip along Route 6 and that is where they 
belong. The Planning Board ... approached Town Counsel 
and challenged him to write a revision of the by-law to 
give maximum limitations to the placement of cell 
towers." 

"Towns can't prohibit or have policies with the 
intention of prohibiting telecommunication services," 
Town Counsel Daniel Perry said. "If the town wants to 
regulate towers, federal courts require towns to show that 
they have formulated laws to (locate) towers." 

But the proposed by-law was greeted with much 
opposition from residents, who felt it was too lenient and 
would benefit the telecommunications companies. 

"You have heard that the proposed amendment is 
needed because of the federal Telecommunications Act of 
1996," said Dana Coggins. "There was a case in the Town 
of Lincoln, RI and it didn't nullify the existing 
Telecommunications By-Law. The carrier was easily able 
to make their case against the town ... we're giving away 
the burden of proof to the carrier. By doing away with the 
(existing) overlay district, we will be paving the way for 
190-foot towers anywhere along Route 6." 

After further debate, Article 11, which required a 
two-thirds majority vote to pass, was handily defeated, 10 
to 75, with 2 abstentions.

the town's Zoning By-Laws, under Bed and Breakfast 
Regulations to reflect a better definition of the 
establishments within town. 

"Currently our by-laws limit the number of 
rooms to three rooms, with a maximum number of 
parking spaces," explained Building Inspector Andy 
Bobola.

will likely be starting up in the spring sometime. 

Lastly Ms. Enroth- Whitlock noted that the town 
currently does not have a Americans With Disabilities Act 
(ADA) Coordinator, which is required by law. "I couldn't 
find a standard ADA policy for the town ... I found a 
general policy and I'm hoping to adapt that for the Town 
of Marion," she said. 

Chairman Winters noted that former Town 
Administrator Ray Pickles was designated the town's 
ADA Coordinator, and Ms. Enroth- Whitlock agreed to 
take on the position for now until someone could be 
officially appointed. 

In other matters, Selectman Schaefer noted that 
the board previously discussed requiring a $500 
refundable security deposit for any events in town 
facilities — especially the Music Hall — at which alcohol 
is being served. "If an alcohol license is secured for a 
function, I'd like make that a policy," she said. "We've had 
a few instances now that have required additional labor to 
bring the building back to its original condition." 

Although the matter was first discussed solely 
with regards to the Music Hall, the board seemed to think 
it was a good policy for all town facilities, and the motion 
was amended to require the $500 refundable deposit for 
all events on town property for which an alcohol license 
has been secured. The motion was unanimously approved 
by the board. 

Dan Smith, engineer for the drainage project on 
Creek Road, came before the board to inform them that 
they had opened bids on the project last week and he

reviewed them all and would like to recommend 
awarding the project to the low bidder: Greco 
Construction. 

"I've reviewed his specs and plans, and 
everything seems in order," Mr. Smith said.

Chairperson Naida Parker called a regular 
meeting of the Rochester Board of Selectmen to order on 
Monday, April 9 at 7:00 pm. Also in attendance were 
Selectman Richard Cutler, Selectman Patricia Ryan, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

After unanimously accepting the minutes of the 
April 2, 2001 meeting, the board met with Personnel 
Board member Richard Wisniewski, who discussed the 
Personnel Board's recommendations for several town 
positions.

The Personnel Board met with Ron Mullett, a 
consultant with Howard, Tabor Associates, as well as with 
the Finance Committee (FinCom). Selectman Ryan was 
also present at the meeting between the Personnel Board 
and Mr. Mullett, and suggested that the board prioritize 
the importance of upgrading several town positions. 

The Personnel Board reviewed the proposals 
presented by Mr. Mullett, and recommended an upgrade 
of seven of the twelve jobs, and took no action on five of 
these positions because some were new positions, and 
exempt from the Personnel Board. Mr. Wisniewski 
prioritized the seven positions that the board felt most 
critical to the town in order, beginning with what they felt 
were most critical: 

(1) An upgrade in the Dispatcher position; (2) 
Chief Dispatcher; (3) Police Department Secretary; a new 
position which the Personnel Board recommends 
upgrading in hours from 15 to 20 per week; (4) 
Environmental Planner; (5) Administrative Assistant to 
the Building Department; (6) Administrative Assistant to 
the Assessors Office; and (7) an upgrade in salary to the 
Town Administrator's position. 

Mr. Wisniewski noted the particular importance 
to the first three positions in their recommendation, which 
he characterized as "public safety features." It was a 
unanimous recommendation among the Personnel Board 
that there be a salary increase for the Town Administrator 
position, as is simply too low. After consulting with Ron 
Mullet, who referred to state guidelines Central 
Massachusetts Labor Grade Rate Range Survey and the 
Massachusetts Municipalities Survey. These guidelines, 
which compare the wages of municipalities within the 
state, indicated that the salary of the Town Administrator 
was on the low side of the curve. 

Selectman Cutler noted that this consulting firm 
has made similar recommendations for the previous two 
years, but that is by no means an indication that such 
upgrades are not needed. Selectman Ryan added that the 
Personnel Board initially only pushed for the upgrades in 
the first three positions, but were encouraged to prioritize 
a longer list, once the need of such positions could be 
evaluated and the availability of funds could be 
determined.

Town Administrator James Huntoon presented 
the board with his report, which included the following 
points: 

• He noted that there had been a successful rabies 
clinic where over 100 dogs were vaccinated. 

• He reminded the town of the Annual Election 
on Wednesday, April 10. 

• He recommended Noreen Hartley to serve as 
Clerk of the Works for the new COA Building Project. 
This will be a part-time temporary position. An Employee 
Action Form, which is required of all part-time positions, 
will need to be completed. Also, she is recommended to 
serve as the Assistant Conservation Agent, which will also 
be a part-time position. This position will be considered 
Special Municipal Employee status. The board approved 
of the recommendations, and requested that Mr. Huntoon 
prepare a contract for Ms. Hartley for them to sign. 

Town Treasurer John Hall, who also serves as 
Benefits Manager for the town, voiced his concerns about 
part-time employment and the lack of benefits associated 
with such status. He is fielding several questions from 
these employees and requested the board's advice. Under 
law, any person working 20 hours or fewer is not eligible 
for benefits. Selectman Ryan questions why this issue is 
not raised by perspective employees upon acceptance of 
the job. 

Mr. Huntoon noted that Mr. Morgan, a missing 
Rochester man, still has not been found, despite some 
1600 hours of searching by Police and Fire departments, 
and volunteers from local towns as well as from New 
Hampshire and Vermont. Police Chief Przybylek is 
currently writing thank-you notes to volunteers. The 
search is ongoing. 

Chairperson Parker spoke to a representative 
from N-Star, with whom she was on Walnut Plain Road

the double utility poles found all over town. He explained 
that it is Verizon's responsibility to remove them, upon 
the installation of new poles, but that he would pass on 
her "unhappiness" to the appropriate people. "I'm tired 
of waiting," said Selectman Ryan, who feels as though 
they will not be removed because the Verizon and Com/ 
Electric won't do anything "they don't have to do." 

Selectman Cutler agreed, and made a motion to 
draft a letter to the appropriate channels to resolve the 
issue. Chairman Parker warned that without their 
compliance, the board may not willing to approve 
requests for new poles from such companies. Mr. 
Huntoon will contact State Representative William Straus, 
as well, to inform him of the situation. 

The Selectmen's signature was required on two 
items. First, the City of New Bedford submitted a 
Flammable Fluid Permit for the installation of seven oil, 
propane and diesel tanks, both above and below ground 
at the pumping station. Selectman Ryan question why the 
$15 fee for such a license is so low, and would like to see it 
raised. "Some of these things we do just so we know 
where the tanks are, rather than collect money," said 
Selectman Cutler. He went on to say that the fee might be 
set by statute. Selectman Ryan, therefore, would like to 
see a separate license issued for each tank, thereby 
collecting more money. 

The board was also requested to sign for the 
discontinuance of a portion of Old Neck Road in 
Rochester. Chairman Parker abstained from signing 
because of issues she has with it. "I have an awfully 
uncomfortable feeling," she said. Her concern is that a 
resident that lives at the end of the road will not have the 
frontage or buildable lot as a result of the discontinuance, 
and that he is being told he must go along with it. The 
two other board members signed and approved the 
discontinuance. 

Under correspondence and notices, the board 
discussed the following: 

• They received notice that they must appoint a 
delegate for SRPEDD. 

• The Joint Transportation Planning Group 
(JTPG) will meet on Thursday, April 12 at 2:00 pm at the 
SRPEDD office in Taunton.

retain the integrity of Camp Massasoit as a safe haven for 
children from all walks of life to have an enjoyable, summer 
recreational experience. We remain committed to working with 
the Town of Mattapoisett to develop a path at a location that is 
not only attractive and functional, but is safe for all concerned. 
In addition the American Camping Association has indicated 
that they could not support "a bike path that runs directly 
through the middle of a children's camp." YMCA SouthCoast's 
Camp Massasoit is one of the few camps in Southeastern 
Massachusetts that meets the voluntary, stringent ACA 
performance standards. 

Safety is obviously a concern of Mr. Watjen as he talks 
about the town's proposal to erect a "fenced and gated 'cattle 
run'" enclosure that surrounds the bike path as it goes through 
the middle of Camp Massasoit. While we applaud his 
recognition that camper safety concerns are sufficient to warrant 
a "fenced 'cattle run,'" it is our firm view that this "prison-style" 
separation of campers and cyclists is neither an effective nor 
appropriate way to address this issue. To illustrate how 
preposterous this proposal is, imagine the Town of Mattapoisett 
erecting a "fenced 'cattle run'" separating Center School from its 
playground, with students traveling between the two via an 
underground precast concrete tunnel. This arrangement would 
instill and confirm (rather than allay and eliminate) the fears of 
any parent concerned with the safety of their student/ camper 
children. To further illustrate the point, one needs to look no 
further than recent police reports from Fairhaven about a 
"flasher" on the Fairhaven Bike Path exposing himself to teen- 
age girls. In addition, a recent comment from our latest survey 
indicates: "as a teacher, I had two girls in my elementary grade 
school class last year, who had a very bad experience on the 
Fairhaven Bike Path because of adult male harassment. I wish I 
could take their fear and pain away. I can't. Please keep the bike 
route away from the camp." 

The results to date of our latest survey sent to YMCA 
participants indicate overwhelming support of the Y's proposed 
route around the perimeter of the camp through a raised 
boardwalk over the marsh. 70.6 percent of the respondents 
preferred the Y's preferred route while an additional 19.3 
percent preferred only the Route 6 route. There were 8.6 percent 
of total respondents who wanted to consider the direct route 
through the middle of camp while only 7.4 percent of 
Mattapoisett residents responding to the survey preferred the 
direct middle route. In addition, the results of a survey done by 
an outside firm almost three years ago to camper parents 
indicated that up to 70 percent of the respondents might not 
send their child to Camp Massasoit if the bike path was to be 
built down the middle of the camp. The sentiment reflected in

these statistics cannot be underestimated and will not be 
disregarded, particularly by our volunteer Board of Directors 
who serve as the fiduciaries of our organization. 

With regards to Mr. Watjen's concern for the higher cost 
of constructing this bridge, we repeat ... one cannot put a price 
tag on children's safety and we will not do that with regards to 
this project. Although we disagree with his estimates of the cost, 
we have indicated our willingness as an organization to assist 
with the fund-raising to make this alternate route a reality. In 
addition, the YMCA has willingly agreed to donate 
approximately 2,000 linear feet of land to construct the path 
around the perimeter of our property. It should be noted to 
Mattapoisett town residents that 100 percent of the land 
acquisition costs associated with the camp middle route are 
borne by the town while construction costs can be subsidized up 
to 90 percent by the state. 

Finally, we would like to emphasize our willingness to 
work towards the best solution for all concerned. We have 
welcomed bike path representatives to a YMCA Board of 
Directors' meeting in the very early stages of discussions. We 
have also hosted three meetings within the last year with the 
bike path proponents to discuss this very complicated issue. We 
remain convinced that negotiations held in good faith and with 
cool heads will result in a bike path that is safe and enjoyable for 
all concerned.

FERRETS 

I am thinking about getting a pet ferret. Will a ferret get 
along with my child and dog? 
Ferrets and dogs usually get along fine. Ferrets 
should not be left alone with small children as these 
animals seem to be attracted to fats in kid's skin and 
may bite. 

Do ferrets require special care? 

A home must be "ferret proofed" to avoid escape and 
ingestion of rubber and plastic items. Ferrets should 
eat ferret food or a premium quality dry kitten food. 

What routine veterinary care do ferrets require? 
Ferrets are very susceptable to canine distemper and 
require annual vaccinations for this disease as well as 
for rabies. Ferrets older than 3 years old frequently 
develop cancer of the adrenal glands, pancreas and 
lymphatic system.

(As it should, for anyone operating as a 
prehospital provider, and remotely aware of the significance and 
operation of the MSP.) 

I don't think anyone wishes to eliminate the police as 
EMTs in town. Their effectiveness and response time is not in 
question, and I applaud their continued operation in this regard. 

And yet — as far as advanced care in the field is 
concerned — there is significant precedence for an alternative to 
what we in Mattapoisett now enjoy. With 188 municipalities in 
Massachusetts utilizing a Fire Department-based ALS service, 
and three municipalities utilizing Police Department-based 
services (and I bet you know two of them), the idea is neither 
new nor original. (Just ask someone on Cape Cod sometime.) 
Perhaps more research is merited in this admittedly difficult 
situation. Perhaps, a researched presentation by the Fire 
Department, outlining its ideas concerning advanced 
(paramedic) field care: something that the Selectmen did not 
deign to acknowledge in its original incarnation. 

The police officers at that fatal (Mattapoisett) fire 
should indeed be commended. It's safe to say that all parties 
involved, fire and police together, went above and beyond the 
call in entering and rescuing that person from a terrible accident.

Along Came a Spider. Starring Morgan Freeman and 
Monica Potter. Directed by Lee Tamahori. Running time: 
104 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

Great filmmaking is sometimes found in the unlikeliest 
places. I would like to refer you to the first five minutes of the 
otherwise dull-as-dishwater Along Came a Spider, five minutes 
that play like a brilliant short film. True, this prelude (which has 
little to do with the rest of the film) derives from a time-tested 
cliche — a cop's traumatic loss of his partner, setting him up to be 
hesitantly pulled back into action later — but we have to recognize 
skill where we find it, especially in this dead and dreary movie 
season. 

The cop in question is forensic psychologist Dr. Alex Cross 
(Morgan Freeman), who's trying to nab a serial killer; hispartner 
(jill Teed, who makes the most of her few minutes) is a clecoy in 
Cross's sting operation, riding in a car with the suspect. The plan 
goes spectacularly bad, and director Lee Tamahori stages 
everything — the dread that develops when the partner's cover 
is blown; the resulting unplanned bit of violence leading to a 
cataclysmic accident — with a sadist's eye for detail. I am 
something of a connoisseur of scenes featuring characters who 
realize they're about to die — it's a test of any actor (will they 
overplay it? underplay?) — and Jill Teed does it as well as I've 
seen it done. The set-up, the violent climax, the bleak ending — 
this prelude is almost a terrific noir film in miniature. 

I've gone on so long about the opening of Along Came a Spider 
because the remainder of the film offers little to talk about. Even 
if I were inclined to deal with the plot at length, this is one of those 
thrillers — the kind that you can't review without contorting 
yourself into pretzels to avoid spoiling the "surprises." After 
eight months of mourning his partner, Cross is drawn back into 
the game when a remote evil genius (Michael Wincott) kidnaps a 
senator's little daughter. Joining Cross on the case is Secret 
Service Agent Jezzie Flannigan (Monica Potter), who had been 
assigned to protect the girl and now feels bad about it. Many cat- 
and-mouse games follow, accompanied by many scenes of the 
usually fun-to-watch Michael Wincott growling into a phone 
being all diabolical and ingenious. Is there some school where 
movie evil geniuses learn all their neat tricks? 



Name three other 
movie series 
wherein a 63- 
year-old African- 
American gets to 
play a recurring 
hero. There are no 
others; Morgan 
Freeman has the 
only one — Alex 
Cross previously 
headlined 1997's 
Kiss the Girls, 
based, like the 
present film, on a 
novel by James 
Patterson. I don't 
begrudge Freeman his own hero-man franchise — hey, bring on 
the Alex Cross action figure if you want to — but I do wish the 
movies worked harder to be worthy of their central star. Freeman, 
a co-producer on Along Came a Spider, looks mildly bored in it; he 
scarcely smiles (hell, even the grim-as-a-rainy-funeral Seven gave 
him a fine hearty laughing scene). Maybe he's as uninspired by 
his co-star Monica Potter, with whom he trades most of his lines, 
as I was; Potter, very obviously being groomed as Julia Roberts Jr., 
is almost perfectly bland until her final scenes, when she tries too 
late to be interesting. 

Remember a paragraph ago, when I said "Many cat-and- 
mouse games follow"? There's your review; that's Along Came a 
Spider in a nutshell. My code of honor as a reviewer prevents me 
from spoiling the plot twists that aren't worth preserving in the 
first place (and the plot, mulled over afterwards, makes absolutely 
no sense whatsoever). Oh, well. At least we have those first five 
minutes, encouraging evidence that the director, Lee Tamahori, 
isn't completely dead yet. Tamahori had, with 1994's Once Were 
Warriors, one of the strongest and most original debuts in recent 
memory; his films thereafter (Mulholland Falls, The Edge, and the 
final 99 minutes of this film) have eluded recent memory. 
Tamahori's handling of violence, though, is as vital and painful 
as ever. What he needs, like all directors, is a script that actually 
means something.

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Out of Bounds

In the aftermath of a decidedly higher profile and well- 
fought political race in the Town of Mattapoisett last week, 
I think kudos are in order to both re-elected incumbent Barry 
J. Denham and first-time contender Daniel Goodman for 
waging what I considered to be a vibrant and equitable race 
for the three-year Selectman's seat. Both candidates did a 
fine job in avoiding the easy mudslinging tactics which are 
far-too-common these days and presented themselves in a 
professional and courteous manner — especially during the 
April 1 Candidates' Night sponsored by the Mattapoisett 
Lions Club. 

In fact, that well-publicized and balanced forum would 
have been — indeed should have been — the final word on the 
April 3 Mattapoisett Town Election. But much to my surprise 
and dismay, sitting Mattapoisett Selectman Ray Andrews 
took it upon himself to devote ample time during an otherwise 
light agenda posted for the regular Selectmen's Meeting on 
Monday, April 2 — the eve of the election — to "clarify some 
inaccuracies that are circulating around town." These so- 
called "inaccuracies" were to be found in prepared political 
ads run by Selectman candidate Daniel Goodman in local 
newspapers, including The Wanderer. 

Anyone who heard or read Mr. Andrews' two-page 
prepared statement — which was televised live via 
government access to all Mattapoisett cable subscribers, 
effectively undermining a broadcast of the previous evening' s 
taped Candidates' Night to follow — would have to seriously 
consider whether such a veiled endorsement for the existing 
three-member Board of Selectmen (candidate for re-election 
Barry J. Denham, inclusive) wasn't a serious conflict of 
interest ... or, at the very least, a matter of questionable ethics. 

Were there, in fact, egregious errors or bits of 
misinformation disseminated in Mr. Goodman's weekly 
political advertisements — and there may very well have 
been based on Mr. Andrews' meticulous fact-finding — the 
proper time to address these issues would have been weeks 
prior (when Mr. Goodman's ads first appeared) and the 
proper forum would have been via a detailed article or 
"Letter to the Editor" in one of the local newspapers (which 
also ran the ads in question). It's been a long-standing 
practice in most newspapers to welcome and encourage 
such "clarifications and corrections" ... and it would have 
been directed at the key target audience who saw the ads in 
the first place. 

For this very reason, we at The Wanderer have adhered to 
a strict policy since our inception to not publish direct 
political endorsements or candidates' statements prior to an 
election. Candidates are even required to prepare their own 
camera-ready paid advertisements so as to avoid even the 
slightest hint of nepotism or favoritism. To that end, both Mr. 
Denham and Mr. Goodman were very good at getting their 
platforms across through effective advertisements in our 



newspaper and others. 

Despite my best efforts to explain away Selectman 
Andrews' eleventh-hour grandstanding as a simple error in 
judgment, his choice of timing and forum — a "captive" 
public meeting the very night before the election during 
which Mr. Goodman did not attend nor was apparently 
made aware that his ads were to be discussed (the posted 
meeting agenda simply read "Selectman Andrews" under 
Discussion Items, with no further details) — smacks of 
something akin to a drive-by shooting in which the assailant 
has ample ammunition and the victim is caught unawares 
with not so much as a word of warning. 

And I have to wonder why these clarifications wouldn't 
have been just as pertinent days or weeks before the election 
... or even immediately thereafter. Probably a better-suited 
(and better-attended) public opportunity to clear the air 
would have been this past week's Special Town Meeting. But 
that would have been after the election, mind you. 

The laws governing elections and political activity — 
deliberate or unintentional — remain vague in some respects. 
But Chapter 56, Section 36 of Massachusetts General Laws 
(MGL) clearly states: No person in the service of the 
commonwealth or of any county, city or town shall use his 
official authority to influence or coerce the political action 
of any person or body, or to interfere with any election. 

Under the Massachusetts State Ethics Commission 
Advisory No. 4, which governs the political activity of public 
officials, there are several dictates of interest, including a 
part in Section I: The Commission has consistently ruled that 
the use of public resources ...for the purpose of conducting or 
supporting a political campaign amounts to the use of one's 
official position to secure an unwarranted privilege for 
oneself or another. These are intended for the conduct of 
public business, not for advancing the personal, private or 
political interests of public employees. 

Under Section II of the same advisory, it states: Public 
employees may not engage in political activities during 
their normal working hours. While employed by the 
taxpayers, they are to be doing the taxpayers' work, and not 
politicking for themselves or individual candidates. 

The way I see it: Selectman Andrews made a not-too- 
subtle attempt to discredit Mr. Goodman's campaign ads — 
thereby supporting Selectman Denham — and he did so 
during "normal working hours" in his official capacity as an 
elected official during a public meeting using "public 
resources." Given my failure to pass (or even attempt) the 
bar exam, that's not a legal opinion ... just a personal one. 

Even a week later, the situation still remains unsettling 
to me. It ranks as the most blatant example of someone 
overstepping their bounds as an elected official in a 
transparent attempt to smear another candidate. Legal, 
ethical, or not ... it was just plain wrong and sadly ill-advised.
